3. Claims 1-97, 99-114,117,119-134 is allowed. Claims 98, 115,116,118 have been 
cancelled. 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was storing data 
corresponding to a drive signal input at a first time; modulating a drive signal input at a 
second time, subsequent to the first time, based upon the stored data so as to facilitate 
a tone transition from the first time to the second time; and comparing data 
corresponding to the drive signal input at the first time and data input at a time previous 
to the first time, wherein a degree of the modulation is adjustable prior to modulating, 
with reference to the result of the comparison, in combination with the other elements 
(or steps) of the apparatus and method recited in the claims.
